GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE, PRESIDENT OF BOLIVIA 

CUBAN PERMREP ALARCON DEVOTED MOST OF HIS GENERAL DEBATE 
STATEMENT IN GA OCT. 8 TO DENUNCIATION OF "US IMPERIALISM" 

THROUGHOUT THE WORLD. THE BOLIVIAN PRESIDENT ADDRESSED 
THE GA, AND GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS WERE MADE ALSO BY 
BURMA, VENEZUELA, SRI LANKA, FKJI, CONGO AND GABON. 

US REPLIED TO CUBA, AND THERE WERE RIGHTS OF REPLY 
CONCERNING CYPRUS, CHILE AND BELIZE. HIS MAIESTY KING OLAV 
V OF NORWAY WILL ADDRESS THE GA AT NOON OCT. 9, AND IN THE 
AFTERNOON STATEMENTS BY PARAGUAY, MALTA. PORTUGAL. YEMEN 
AND ALGERIA WILL CONCLUDE THE GENERAL DEBATE. 

BOLIVIA - PRESIDENT HUGO BANZER SUAREZ URGED AN END 
TO THE ARMS RACE AND INTERNATIONAL ARMS TRAFFICKING. 

IN THE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC FIELD, HE STATED THAT INTER- 
DEPENDENCE SHOULD REPLACE DEPENDENCE. HE SUPPORTED THE 
RESOLUTIONS OF THE TWO UN SPECIAL SESSIONS AND URGED THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF NORMS AND SANCTIONS TO REGULATE TRANSNATIONAL 
ENTERPRISES. HE ALSO ELABOARATED A GENERAL RAW MATERIALS 
POLICY WHICH INCLUDED AN ASSOCIATION OF PRODUCING COUNTRIES, 

STEPS TO ACCELERATE THE INDUSTRIALIZATION OF THOSE 
COUNTRIES, AND FUNDS TO REGULATE RESERVES. AFTER A DETAILED 
REVIEW OF THE BOLIVIAN REVOLUTION, BANZER DECLARED THAT 
IN KEEPING WITH THE MUTUAL INTEREST OF THE TWO CONCERNED 
PARTIES, THE PANAMA CANAL DISPUTE SHOULD BE SETTLED SOON 
AND SATISFACTORILY, "ABOVE ALL IN FAVOR OF THE RIGHTS AND 
SOVEREIGNTY OF OUR BROTHER PEOPLE OF PANAMA." HE THEN 
REVIEWED THE DIALOGUE BETWEEN BOLIVIA AND CHILE ON BOLIVIAN 
ACCESS TO THE SEA. HE EXPLAINED THAT BOLIVIA WAS STILL WAITING 
FOR CHILE'S RESPONSE TO THE PROPOSAL IT HAD SUBMITTED. 

BOLIVIA, HE DECLARED, HAD TO HAVE FREE ACCESS TO THE 
SEA. (OURTEL 4865) 

BURMA-FOREIGN MINISTER U HLA PHONE STATED THAT APPLI- 
CATIONS FOR UN MEMBERSHIP SHOULD BE DECIDED STRICTLY ON 
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THEIR MERITS IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 4 OF THE CHARTER. 

IN THE CASE OF DIVIDED COUNTRIES, THE VIEWS OF BOTH SIDES 
SHOULD BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT. BURMA "ACCORDINGLY" REGRETTED 
THE ABSENCE OF THE TWO VIETNAMS. DISCUSSING THE UN ROLE IN 
MAINTAINING WORLD PEACE, U HLA PHONE STATED THAT MEMBERS 
SHOULD RESPECT THE DECISIONS OF UN ORGANS AND THOSE 
DECISIONS SHOULD BE BOTH IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE CHARTER 
AND IMPARTIAL IN INTENT AND APPLICATION. HE NOTED THAT A 
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LASTING SETTLEMENT IN THE MIDDLE EAST COULD NOT BE ACHIEVED 
WITHOUT A JUST SOLUTION TO THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION. 

HE HIGHLIGHTED THE PROBLEM OF OUTSIDE INTERVENTION IN 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS. NOTING THAT THE SUFFERING AND DESTRICTION 
BROUGHT ON BY THE INDOCHINA WAR WERE ATTRIBUTED TO OUTSIDE 
INTERVENTION ON A LARGE SCALE. U HLA PHONE WAS DISAPPOINTED 
WITH PROGRESS TO DATE IN THE FIELD OF ARMS CONTROL AND ECHOED 
THE SECRETARY-GENERAL'S HOPE THAT NEW, URGENT ATTENTION 
WOULD BE GIVEN TO THE DISARMAMENT PROBLEM. HE THEN REVIEWED 
PROGRESS TOWARD CREATING A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER. NOTING THE SPIRIT OF CONCILIATION WHICH GUIDED THE 
7TH SPECIAL SESSION. HE FAVORED IMPROVING THE UN TO HELP IT 
TO PROMITE THIS SPIRIT. IN CONCLUSION, U HLA PHONE 
SOUGHT TO SPUR ACTION IN LOS NEGOTIATIONS ON A COMPREHENSIVE 
INTERNATIONAL TREATY THAT WOULD REPLACE THE "OUTDATED GENEVA 
SYSTEM” WITH A MORE JUST AND EQUITABLE REGIME.

VENEZUELA - FOCUSING HIS REMARKS ON ECONOMIC 
ISSUES, FOREIGN MINISTER SALOM DEFENDED THE RECENT DECISION 
OF THE OPEC COUNTRIES TO RAISE OIL PRICES AS A MEASURE INTENDED 
TO PREVENT THE "DEGRADATION OF THE VALUE OF THEIR RESOURCES." 

HE ARGUED THAT INFLATION, NOT OIL PRICES, IS THE BASIC 
CAUSE OF THE WORLD ECONOMIC CRISIS. AND POINTED OUT THAT 
THE OPEC COUNTRIES ARE WELL AWARE OF THEIR RESPONSIBILITY 
TO ASSIST LDC'S HARD HIT BY INFLATION, MONETARY UPHEAVALS 
AND DETERIORATING TERMS OF TRADE. HE ALSO EXPRESSED GOV'S 
SOLIDARITY WITH LDC'S IN WORKING TOWARD THE CREATION 
OF THE NIEO, AND PLEDGED 2.724 BILLION DOLLARS, 

OR OVER EIGHT PERCENT OF VENEZUELA'S GNP, FOR INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION. IN ADDITION, HE DEFENDED THE GOV'S 
RECENT NATIONALIZATION OF THE OIL AND IRON INDUSTRIES AS 
THE RESULT OF A NATIONAL CONSENSUS TO REASSERT CONTROL OVER 
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THE COUNTRY'S NATURAL RESOURCES. HE ALSO SUPPORTED PANAMA'S 
CLAIM TO THE CANAL AS AN ISSUE INVOLVING THE "DIGNITY" 

OF ALL LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES. (OURTEL 4864) 

SRI LANKA - CHAIRMAN OF DELEGATION H.S. AMERASINGHE 
STRESSED THE LOYALTY OF HIS COUNTRY TO "THE PRINCIPLES AND 
POLICIES OF NON-ALIGNMENT," AND PRAISED THE BELGRADE DECLARATION 
OF 1961 AS "ONE OF THE PRINCIPAL DRIVING FORCES 

IN INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS IN THE UNFLAGGING SEARCH FOR SECURITY, 
ECONOMIC STABILITY, AND JUSTICE FOR THE PEOPLES OF THE 
WORLD." HE REGRETTED THAT THE TWO VIETNAMS WERE NOT ADMITTED 
INTO THE UN AND STATED THAT THE GA HAS THE RIGHT TO IGNORE 
THE SC'S RECOMMENDATION. HE ALSO EXPRESSED "DEEP DIS- 
APPOINTMENT" THAT DISCUSSION OF THE ROK'S MEMBERSHIP 
APPLICATION WAS REJECTED. 
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AMERASINGHE WELCOMED THE INTERIM SINAI AGREEMENT, AND 
CALLED FOR ITS SUPPLEMENTATION BY A GENERAL SETTLEMENT 
WHICH WOULD INCLUDE THE EVACUATION OF OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 
AND SELF-DETERMINATION FOR THE PALESTINIANS. HOWEVER, 

HE CRITICIZED THOSE WHO "QUESTION ISRAEL'S RIGHT TO 
EXIST ... IGNORE HER EXISTENCE ... OR THREATEN HER WITH 
EXTINCTION," TERMING IT THE "HEIGHT OF IRRESPONSIBILITY 
TO ENCOURAGE SUCH IDEAS OR TO CONNIVE AT ACTIONS IN PURSUANCE 
OF THOSE IDEAS." CONCRETE MEASURES TO IMPLEMENT THE NEW 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER WERE CALLED FOR, AND IT WAS 
NOTED THAT DECLARATIONS HAVE NO LEGALLY BINDING FORCE. 
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AMEMBASSY NEW DELHI 
AMEMBASSY NICOSIA 
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HE WARNED THAT "TIME IS NOT ON THE SIDE OF THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES," THAT THEIR ECONOMIC POSITION IS DETERIORATING, 

AND THEY NEED RELIEF DESPERATELY. HE REMARKED THAT THE ONLY 
CONCRETE MEASURE OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION WAS THE APPOINTMENT 
OF THE AD HOC COMMITTEE TO CONSIDER UN RESTRUCTURE, WHILE 
NOTING THAT "THERE IS LITTLE ADVANTAGE IN BUILDING AN 
ELABORATE NEW STRUCTURE IF THERE IS NOTHING OF SUBSTANCE TO 
PUT INTO IT." HE STATED THAT SRI LANKA, ONE OF THE MOST 
SERIOUSLY AFFECTED COUNTRIES, HAD BEEN "RAVAGED" BY 
DECLINING TERMS OF TRADE - THE "PRINCIPAL IMPEDIMENT TO 
ECONOMIC GROWTH AND SOCIAL PROGRESS." HE URGED THE SPEEDY 
ADOPTION BY THE OPEC COUNTRIES OF THE PROPOSALS OF THE 
SHAH OF IRAN AND PRESIDENT OF VENEZUELA TO ESTABLISH A FUND 
TO MAKE LOW INTEREST LOANS TO THE POOREST COUNTRIES. 

AMERASINGHE REGRETTED THAT THE GREAT POWERS AND THE MAIOR 
MARITIME NATIONS, WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE PRC AND IAPAN, 

WERE NOT COOPERATING WITH THE PROPOSED CONFERENCE ON THE 
INDIAN OCEAN. HE SUPPORTED THE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE 
AND STATED THAT IT WAS NOT DIRECTED AGAINST ANY PARTICULAR 
BLOC. HE HOPED THAT ALL PARTIES WOULD REACH AGREEMENT ON 
LAW OF THE SEA AND STRESSED THE DANGER OF UNILATERAL ACTION 
IF AGREEMENT WERE DELAYED. HE DESCRIBED ANTARCTICA AS AN 
AREA WHERE POSSIBILITIES EXIST TO USE RESOURCES FOR THE 
BENEFIT OF ALL MANKIND, WHILE STRESSING THAT HIS MENTION 
OF THIS SHOULD NOT HINDER THE PROGRESS OF SCIENTIFIC 
RESEARCH THERE, AND THAT THE QUESTION OF ANTARCTICA WAS 
NOT LINKED TO THE LAW OF THE SEA AND THEREFORE SHOULD NOT 
DELAY AGREEMENT IN THAT AREA. HE SET FORTH A COMPREHENSIVE 
PROGRAM FOR NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT, AND REMARKED THAT "ALL 
TALK OF STRATEGIC ARMS LIMIATION MUST BE TAKEN WITH A PINCH 
OF SALT." HE CONCLUDED BY PRAISING THE INTERNATIONAL CIVIL 
SERVICE, AND CALLED FOR AN APPOINTMENTS AND PROMOTION POLICY 
TO RECOGNIZE AND REWARD MERIT OVER OTHER CONSIDERATIONS, 
"WITHOUT PREIUDICE TO THE PRINCIPLE OF EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC 
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DISTRIBUTION." (REPEATED INFO COLOMBO) 

FIJI- VOICING SUPPORT FOR THE PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY. PRIME 
MINISTER GANILAU INDICATED HIS OPPOSITION TO ANY ATTEMPT 
TO EXPEL ANY UN MEMBER STATE WHICH HAS FULFILLED ITS OBLIGATIONS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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UNDER THE CHARTER, OR TO BLOCK THE ADMISSION OF NEW STATES 
WHICH MEET THE REQUIREMENTS FOR MEMBERSHIP. ON OTHER ISSUES, 

HE EXPRESSED HIS "WARM APPRECIATION" OF THE EFFORTS OF THE 
US IN HELPING TO BRING ABOUT THE RECENT SINAI AGREEMENT. AND 
SAID THAT HE HOPES THIS AGREEMENT WILL LEAD TO A COMPREHENSIVE 
SETTLEMENT BASED ON THE RECOGNITION OF BOTH PALESTINIAN 
RIGHTS AND ISRAEL S NEED FOR SECURE BORDERS. 

TURNING TO ECONOMIC ISSUES, GANILAU CALLED FOR A "MASSIVE 
COMMITMENT" TO CLOSE THE GAP BETWEEN RICH AND POOR COUNTRIES. 

HE POINTED OUT THAT THIS EFFORT REQUIRES GREATER UNDER- 
STANDING BY DC'S OF THE NEEDS OF POORER COUNTRIES, AND 
MORE EFFORT TOWARD SELF-RELIANCE ON THE PARTS OF LDCS. 

HE CITED REGIONAL CO-OPERATION AMONG SOUTH PACIFIC NATIONS 
AND THE LOME CONVENTION AS EXAMPLES OF POSITIVE STEPS TOWARD 
THESE GOALS. HE ALSO SUGGESTED THAT ATTENTION BE PAID TO 
BOTH THE QUALITATIVE AND QUANTITATIVE ASPECTS OF ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT, AND INDICATED THAT THE GOF INTENDS TO INCLUDE 
MEASURES TO IMPROVE THE QUALITY OF LIFE IN ITS DEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAM. 

GANILAU SAID THAT, AS AN ISLAND NATION DEPENDENT ON MARITIME 
RESOURCES, FIJI ATTACHES PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE TO THE LAW 
OF THE SEA CONFERENCE. HE SAID THAT HE HOPES THE CONFERENCE 
WILL REACH EARLY AGREEMENT ON A TREATY WHICH WILL GUARANTEE 
FIJI’S CONTROL OVER THE RESOURCES OF ITS COASTAL WATERS 
WHILE CONFIRMING THE RIGHT OF PASSAGE TO OTHER NATIONS. HE 
CONCLUDED BY APPEALING TO THE GA TO SUPPORT THE PROPOSAL OF 
FIJI AND OTHER SOUTH PACIFIC NATIONS FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A NUCLEAR-FREE ZONE IN THAT REGION. HE SAID THAT THIS 
PROPOSAL IS NOT INTENDED TO INTERFERE WITH THE LEGITIMATE 
RIGHTS OF OTHER NATIONS, BUT IS AIMED SOLELY AT ENDING NUCLEAR 
TESTING AND THE RESULTING "NUCLEAR CONTAMINATION" IN THE SOUTH 
PACIFIC. (REPEATED INFO WELLINGTON, CANBERRA, SUVA, PORT 
MORESBY) 

CUBA AMBASSADOR ALARCON DEVOTED MOST OF HIS ADDRESS TO A 
DENUNCIATION OF "US IMPERIALISM" IN ASIA, AFRICA, THE MIDDLE 
EAST, THE PACIFIC AND LATIN AMERICA. HE SAID THAT A NEW 
"REGIONAL AWARENESS" IS GROWING AMONG LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES 
WHICH PROMISES TO LEAD TO THEIR "SECOND INDEPENDENCE" FROM 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THE FORCES OF FASCISM AND COLONIALISM. HE POINTED OUT THAT 
THE ISSUES OF PANAMA. CHILE AND PUERTO RICO FORM THE MOST 
IMPORTANT TEST CASES OF THIS TREND. WHILE VOICING FULL 
SUPPORT FOR THE CLAIM OF PANAMA TO EXERCISE ITS 

SOVEREIGNTY OVER THE PANAMA CANAL, HE DELIVERED A PARTICULARLY 
VITRIOLIC ATTACK AGAINST CHILEAN ' FASCISM" WHICH HE PORTRAYED 
AS THE NATURAL ALLY OF RASCISM AND COLONIALISM AS 
PERSONIFIED BY SOUTH AFRICA. HE ALSO REITERATED CUBA'S 
REFUSAL TO MODERATE ITS DEMANDS FOR PUERTO RICAN INDEPENDENCE 
IN RETURN FOR THE LIFTING OF US ECONOMIC RESTRICTIONS ON 
CUBA, AND TERMED PUERTO RICO AN "ADMIRABLE EXAMPLE OF 
NATIONAL RESISTANCE" TO FOREIGN DOMINATION. (OURTEL 4867) 
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CONGO - FOREIGN MINISTER DAVID CHARLES GANAO STATED 
THAT "BECOMING "RED" IS THE INDISPENSABLE CHOICE OF TOMORROW" 

AND THE "ONLY CHOICE WHICH PLACES POWER IN THE HANDS OF THE 
PEOPLE," ONE WHICH THE CONGO HAS CHOSEN OF ITS OWN FREE WILL. 

HE HAILED THE "BRILLIANT VICTORY OF THE VIETNAMESE 
AND CAMBODIAN PEOPLE" AND CRITICIZED THE VETO PREVENTING UN 
MEMBERSHIP OF THE VIETNAMS. HE DECRIED THE FATE OF THE PALESTINIANS 
AND STRESSED THEIR RIGHT TO A COUNTRY, NOTING THAT ANY 
SETTLEMENT MUST TAKE THIS INTO ACCOUNT. HOWEVER, HE 
AFFIRMED THAT THE EXISTENCE OF THE JEWISH PEOPLE ESTABLISHED 
IN ISRAEL CANNOT BE IGNORED, AND EXPRESSED CONDEMNATION 
OF THE POLICIES OF ISRAEL AND NOT OF "THE JEWISH PEOPLE." 

HE BLAMED THE SITUATION IN ANGOLA ON THE "IMPERIALISTS" 

AND DENOUNCED "ALARMISTS WHO CRY FIRE." HE SUPPORTED THE MPLA 
AS THE "ONLY TRUE ARCHITECTS OF NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE," 

AND STATED THAT THE ANGOLANS SHOULD BE LEFT ALONE 
TO SETTLE THEIR PROBLEMS. HE CONDEMNED ATTEMPTS AT SECESSION, 
STATING THAT ONLY AN INDEPENDENT ANGOLA SHOULD EXAMINE 
"PARTICULAR CASES LIKE THAT OF CABINDA." HE BLAMED "THE 
CAPITALIST WEST ALONE" FOR THE SITUATION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, 

CALLED FOR THE IMMEDIATE TRANSFER OF POWER TO THE PEOPLE 
OF ZIMBABWE, AND URGED THE UN TO "DO ITS DUTY" REGARDING NAMIBIA. 

GANAO PRAISED DETENTE IN EUROPE, BUT NOTED THAT EUROPE 
CANNOT BE SECURE "WHILE THE THIRD WORLD IS INSECURE," AND 
SHOULD "REFRAIN FROM FUELING CONFLAGRATION AROUND THE WORLD," 
ESPECIALLY IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE CALLED FOR THE REVISION 
OF THE UN CHARTER TO TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE "NEW REALITIES," 

AND AN END TO THE RIGHT OF VETO, CITING ITS ABUSE IN 

THE "DESPICABLE CONDUCT" OF THE USG WHICH BLOCKED ADMISSION 

OF THE TWO VIETNAMS. DISARMAMENT AND UN CHARTER REVISION 
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WERE TERMED THE "INDISPENSABLE STEPS FOR THE DEMOCRATIZATION 
OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS." HE SET FORTH THE THIRD WORLD 
POSITION ON ECONOMIC ISSUES. PRAISED THE WORK OF THE 6TH 
SPECIAL SESSION, AND ACKNOWLEDGED ITS CONSOLIDATION IN 
THE RESULTS OF THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION. (REPEATED INFO 
KINSHASA) 

GABON - PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE JEAN-BAPTISTE ESSONGHE 
DESCRIBED THE 30TH UNGA AS A "SESSION OF HOPE, FOR THE THIRD 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WORLD IN PARTICULAR AND MANKIND AS A WHOLE." HE PRAISED 
THE INTERIM MIDDLE EAST AGREEMENT AS "A STEP WHICH GIVES 
US A GLIMPSE OF HOPE," BUT NOTED THAT THE PALESTINIAN 
PROBLEM REMAINS UNSOLVED. HE SUPPORTED UNIVERSALITY AND 
SAID THAT GABON WOULD SUPPORT INITIATIVES OF ANY STATE FOR 
MEMBERSHIP. HE OBSERVED THAT ONLY DIALOGUE BETWEEN THE TWO 
PARTIES COULD ESTABLISH PEACE IN KOREA AND CALLED ON 
THE UN TO "TAKE ALL MEASURES NECESSARY TO IMPLEMENT 
PEACE," WHILE URGING THE GREAT POWERS TO SUPPORT UNIFICATION. 

HE STATED THAT THE SPANISH SAHARA SHOULD BECOME THE AFRICAN 
SAHARA AND THAT ITS HISTORICAL CONTEXT SHOULD BE TAKEN INTO 
ACCOUNT. HE CALLED FOR THE THREE MOVEMENTS IN ANGOLA TO REACH 
AN UNDERSTANDING AND SUPPORTED SELF-DETERMINATION FOR 
CABINDA. HE URGED THE UK TO ASSUME ITS RESPONSIBILITIES 
IN RHODESIA FOR A SOLUTION, AND FAVORED A GREATER UN 
COMMITMENT TO NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE. HE URGED THAT THERE 
BE NO OUTSIDE DIALOGUE WITH SOUTH AFRICA UNLESS THERE WERE 
DIALOGUE BETWEEN BLACKS AND WHITES WITHIN SOUTH AFRICA. 

HE URGED DISARMAMENT OF THE GREAT POWERS AS A STEP TOWARD 
PEACE, AND WELCOMED THE HELSINKI ACCORDS. 

ESSONGHE PRAISED THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION AND ASSERTED THAT 
PRODUCER STATES SHOULD SET THE PRICES FOR THEIR PRODUCTS. 

HE SAID THAT COASTAL STATES SHOULD EXERCISE SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER THEIR MARINE RESOURCES, BUT TAKE ACCOUNT OF 

GOOD RELATIONS WITH THEIR NEIGHBORS AND THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES IN TH 
IS AREA. 

HE ASSERTED THAT "THE UN SHOULD NOT BE AN ARENA OF CONFRONTATION, 

BUT A LABORATORY OF PEACE AND A SANCTUARY OF INTERNATIONAL 
CONCILIATION." (REPEATED INFO LIBREVILLE) 

-US REPLY TO CUBA-- 

MRS. CARMEN MAYMI STATED THAT CUBA HAD INTERVENED IN THE 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF THE US AND THE COMMONWEALTH OF PUERTO 
RICO. SHE NOTED THAT THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO HAD ATTAINED 
SELF-GOVERNMENT IN 1952 VIA THE REFERENDUM THAT 
ESTABLISHED A COMMONWEALTH FREELY ASSOCIATED 
WITH THE US. THIS WAS REAFFIRMED IN THE ELECTIONS OF 1956, 
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I960, 1964, 1968, 1972, AND THE STATUS REFERENDUM OF 1967. 

SHE DECLARED THAT PUERTO RICAN ATTAINMENT OF SELF-GOVERNMENT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HAD BEEN RECOGNIZED BY THE UN IN 1953 AND REAFFIRMED IN THE 
26TH GA IN 1971. IN THE 1972 ELECTION, A MAIORITY OF THE 
PEOPLE SUPPORTED THE COMMONWEALTH OR STATEHOOD PARTIES, 

WITH ONLY FOUR PERCENT VOTING FOR THE PARTY FAVORING INDE- 
PENDENCE. SHE STRESSED THAT THESE ATTACKS BY CUBA WOULD NOT 
WEAKEN THE RESOLVE OF THE US AND THE COMMONWEALTH OF PUERTO RICO. 

IN REPLY, ALARCON AGAINS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR THE RIGHT 
OF THE PUERTO RICAN PEOPLE TO ACHIEVE NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE, 

AND ASSERTED THAT MRS. MAYMI, BECAUSE OF HER LONG ABSENCE 
FROM PUERTO RICO, WAS NOT AWARE THAT THE CONDITIONS IN 
WHICH THE ELECTIONS WERE HELD DID NOT ALLOW FOR A VALID 
RESPONSE. 

-RIGHTS OF REPLY CONCERNING BELIZE— 

MALDONADO AGUIRRE (GUATEMALA) SAID THE CUBAN REPRESENTATIVE 

HAS AGREED WITH THE UK POSITION ON BELIZE, BUT HAD NOT 

TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT THAT THE TERRITORY WAS PART OF THE TERRITORIAL 

INTEGRITY OF GUATEMALA. BRITISH SOVEREIGNTY OVER BELIZE 

WAS NOT VALID, AND GA RESOLUTION 1514(XV) REQUIRED RESPECT 

FOR TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND NATIONAL UNITY, HE SAID, 

CALLING FOR THE APPLICATION OF INTERNATIONAL LAW TO THIS 

MATTER. IN RESPONSE, THE CUBAN REPRESENTATIVE STATED THAT 

HIS POSITION ON BELIZE WAS THAT OF THE OTHER NEIGHBORING 

CARIBBEAN COUNTRIES AND THE LIMA NON-ALIGNED 

CONFERENCE. RICHARDSON (UK) STATED THAT UKDEL STANDS FOR 

THE EXERCISE OF THE RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION BY THE 

PEOPLE OF BELIZE, WHOSE INDEPENDENCE HAS BEEN DELAYED 

TOO LONG BY THE GUATEMALAN CLAIM WHICH HE TERMED "ANACHRONISTIC 

AND DEVOID OF LEGAL FOUNDATION. " 
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-REPLIES RELATING TO CHILE— 

HUERTA (CHILE), REFERRING TO ALLEGATIONS AGAINST CHILE MADE BY 
SOME DELEGATES, DIVIDED THEM INTO TWO CATEGORIES: 1) THOSE 
WHO REPEATED THE TERMS THEY HAVE BEEN USING FOR THE PAST TWO 
YEARS, AND 2) THOSE WHO SHOW CONCERN FOR THE CONDITION OF 
MANKIND AND PROPOSE TO EXTEND UN ACTIONS TO ALL CONTINENTS. 
HE CHARGED THOSE IN THE FIRST CATEGORY WITH LACKING MORAL 
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STATURE AND WISHING TO HIDE THEIR OWN INTERNAL SITUATION 
FROM THE WORLD. REFERRING TO THE SECOND CATEGORY, HE 
STATED THAT CHILE FULLY SUPPORTED THE SEARCH FOR A FAIR 
FORMULA TO ACHIEVE UNIVERSAL RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS, 

BUT OBSERVED THAT HUMAN RIGHTS SHOULD NOT SERVE AS A PRETEXT 
FOR INTERFERENCE IN SOVEREIGN AFFAIRS THAT AFFECT THE 
SECURITY OF A COUNTRY. HE STRESSED THE NEED FOR SERENE 
AND OBJECTIVE STUDY, AND CHARGED THAT A CAMPAIGN BASED ON 
"A CONCERT OF FALSEHOODS' 1 HAD BEEN WAGED AGAINST CHILE. 

IN REPLY, CUBAN REP ALARCON CONTENDED THAT THE CHILEAN 
REPRESENTATIVE WAS TRYING TO CAUSE DIVISION IN THE GA WITH 
REGARD TO HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS IN CHILE. HE CALLED 
CHILE S NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY INTO QUESTION BY REMARKING 
ON THE ROLE OF THE CIA IN THE DEPOSITION OF THE ALLENDE 
GOVERNMENT. IN COUNTER-REPLY, HUERTA SAID HE WISHED TO 
AVOID STERILE POLITICAL CONFRONTATIONS AND WAS NOT TOUCHED 
BY "THE ATTACKS OF A TYRANNY." 

-RIGHTS OF REPLY ON CYPRUS-- 

PAPOULIAS (GREECE) STATED THAT TURKISH USE OF FORCE IN CYPRUS 
WAS UNJUSTIFIED, AND HE CHARGED TURKEY WITH VIOLATING VARIOUS 
SC RESOLUTIONS WHICH ORDERED A CEASEFIRE. HE DECLARED THAT 
TURKEY HAD BEEN THREATENING CYPRUS WITH INVASION SINCE 1964, 

AND WHEN IT INVADED, IT DID NOT FIND OCCUPYING GREEK FORCES, 

BUT A "DEFENSELESS ISLAND." 

ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) CHARGED TURKEY WITH AGGRESSION AND WITH 
VIOLATING RESOLUTIONS OF THE SC AND GA IN CONTINUING 
ITS INVASION OF CYPRUS. HE REFUTED ARGUMENTS THAT THE 
TURKISH MINORITY ON CYPRUS HAD BEEN PERSECUTED BY CITING 
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THE SYG'S REPORT THAT SEGREGATION OF THE TURKISH MINORITY 

WAS SELF-IMPOSED. HE REFERRED TO THE PROFESSED TURKISH 

DESIRE FOR COOPERATION BY REMARKING THAT THEIR ACTIONS 

SPEAK LOUDER THAN WORDS, AND ALSO NOTED THAT THE ARCHBISHOP'S 

RESISTANCE TO THE GREEK JUNTA DEMONSTRATED HIS EVEN-HANDEDNESS. 

TURKMEN (TURKEY )STATED THAT THE GA HAD BEEN SUBJECTED TO 
SLANDEROUS PROPAGANDA AGAINST TURKEY, AND ACCUSED THE CYPRIOT 
AMBASSADOR OF "MERE REPETITION OF ABUSIVE LANGUAGE." HE 
CLAIMED THAT GREEK FORCES HAD BEEN SENT TO CYPRUS IN 
1964, THREE YEARS BEFORE THE JUNTA, AND ASSERTED THAT THEY 
CAME NOT BECAUSE OF ANY THREAT OF INVASION, BUT TO ANNEX 
CYPRUS TO GREECE. HE HOPED THAT MODERATION AND REASON WOULD 
CHARACTERIZE THE UPCOMING DEBATE ON CYPRUS. (REPEATED INFO 
ATHENS, ANKARA, NICOSIA) 
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SPECIAL POLITICAL COMMITTEE - APARTHEID 

COMMITTEE BEGAN CONSIDERATION OF SOUTH AFRICA'S APARTHEID 
POLICIES OCT. 8, AND HEARD STATEMENTS BY ACTING CHAIRMAN OF 
COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID, MARTYNENKO (UKRAINE), AND 
RAPPORTEUR OF THAT BODY, VALDERRAMA (PHILIPPINES), WHO 
INTRODUCED COMMITTEE S REPORT. RYDBECK (SWEDEN), CHAIRMAN 
OF COMMITTEE OF TRUSTEES FOR UN TRUST FUND FOR SOUTH AFRICA, 
INTRODUCED REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF TRUSTEES. OAU 
ASSISTANT SYG ONU, WHO ALSO SPOKE, SAID THE AUTHENTIC 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE BLACK MAJORITY IN SOUTH AFRICA WERE 
THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, AND NOT THE PARTICIPANTS IN THE 
SO-CALLED HOMELANDS. THE PROPOSED INDEPENDENCE IN 1976 OF 
ONE OF THE HOMELANDS, TRANSKEI, HE SAID, WOULD BE "AN 
EXERCISE IN DECEIT AND FUTILITY," AS NO AFRICAN COUNTRY 
WOULD RECOGNIZE "THIS HOLLOW INDEPENDENCE." 

IN CONNECTION WITH PLANS FOR OBSERVANCE OCT. 10 OF DAY OF 
SOLIDARITY WITH SOUTH AFRICAN POLITICAL PRISONERS, THE 
COMMITTEE AGREED TO REQUESTS TO PARTICIPATE RECEIVED FROM 
THE WORLD PEACE COUNCIL, AFRO-ASIAN PEOPLES SOLIDARITY 
ORGANIZATION, AND COMMITTEE OF LAWYERS FOR CIVIL RIGHTS 
UNDER LAW. THE CHINESE REPRESENTATIVE EXPRESSED 
RESERVATIONS REGARDING THE PARTICIPATION OF THE WORLD PEACE 
COUNCIL, WHICH HAD BEEN REDUCED TO AN INSTRUMENT OF A 
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SUPERPOWER, AND ALSO HAD RESERVATIONS ON PARTICIPATION 
OF AAPSO, AND REQUESTED THAT HIS RESERVATIONS BE ENTERED 
IN THE COMMITTEE'S RECORDS. 

WHISTLER STATED THAT WHILE THE US DID NOT OPPOSE PARTICIPATION 
OF ANC AND PAC IN DISCUSSION OF APARTHEID, THAT WAS WHOLLY 
WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO CONTINUED RECOGNITION BY THE USG OF 
SAG AS THAT COUNTRY'S LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE IN THE UN. 
FRENCH AND BRITISH DELS EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS ALSO 
REGARDING ANC AND PAC PARTICIPATION. PAC REPRESENTATIVE 
SIBEKO DECLARED THAT REPRESENTATIVES OF THREE STATES WHICH 
ABUSED VETO POWER IN SC TO FRUSTRATE EXPRESSED DESIRE OF 
GA AND SC MAJORITY, HE ELECTED TO DEMONSTRATE THEIR POSITION 
OF OPPOSING A DEMOCRATIC TAKEOVER OF A FASCIST REGIME. 

IT WAS STRANGE PARADOX THAT THE THREE PRINCIPAL DEFENDERS 
OF FREEDOM, JUSTICE AND DEMOCRACY STOOD UP ON BEHALF OF 
VORSTER, HE SAID. (REPEATED INFO PRETORIA) 
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NORDIC RESOLUTION ON APARTHEID - 

DANES ASKED US TO COSPONSOR DRAFT RESOLUTION ON APARTHEID 
WHICH NORDICS PLAN TO INTRODUCE IN SPECIAL POLITICAL 
COMMITTEE OCT. 9. FRENCH INDICATED TO USDEL DIFFICULTIES 
WITH PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPH 4 CONCERNING "SELF-DETERMINATION 
BY ALL." (OURTEL 4856) 

COMMITTEE 2 - UNITAR 

COMMITTEE CONCLUDED DEBATE ON REPORT OF EXECUTIVE 
DIRECTOR OF UNITAR, AFTER HEARING STATEMENTS BY 
26 DELEGATIONS OCT. 7 AND 8. 

COMMITTEE 3 - 

DIRECTOR OF UN HUMAN RIGHTS DIVISION, SCHREIBER, INTRODUCED 

IN COMMITTEE OCT. 8 ITEM ENTITLED "IMPORTANCE OF UNIVERSAL 

REALIZATION OF THE RIGHTS OF PEOPLES TO SELF-DETERMINATION 

AND OF THE SPEEDY GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE TO COLONIAL 

COUNTRIES AND PEOPLES FOR THE EFFECTIVE GUARANTEE AND 

OBSERVANCE OF HUMAN RIGHTS." STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES 

OF SAUDI ARABIA AND MOROCCO. IRAQI REPRESENTATIVE EXPLAINED 

THAT HE HAD PREVIOUSLY SAID THAT IF HIS DEL HAD BEEN PRESENT 

DURING OCT. 7 VOTE IT WOULD HAVE ABSTAINED; HOWEVER, THAT 

WAS INCORRECT BECAUSE IRAQ FAVORED THE RESOLUTION. 

BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) NOTED THAT ONLY FIVE GOVERNMENTS, 

INCLUDING SAUDI ARABIA, HAD BOTHERED TO REPLY TO THE SYG

COMMITTEE HERD VIEWS OF 21 DELEGATIONS OCT. 8 IN CONTINUED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DEBATEON RHODESIA, AS WELL AS STATEMENT BY DIRECTOR OF NEW 
YORK OFFICE OF UNESCO. FRG AND TANZANIA EXERCISED RIGHT 
OF REPLY. THE MOST NOTEWORTHY REMARKS WERE MADE BY SALIM 
(TANZANIA) WHO DEVOTED HIMSELF TO THE PAST 1 1 MONTHS 
OF TALKS AIMED AT PEACEFUL SETTLEMENTON RHODESIA. REFUSING 
TO ACCEPT THE PRINCIPLE OF MAJORITY RULE, SIMITH HAD SHOWN 
HIMSELF WHOLLY OPPOSED TO SERIOUS NEGOTIATIONS. SALIM SAID 
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IT IS TIME TO DEESCALATE TALKING AND ESCALATE OTHER MEANS, 
SPECIFICALLY STRENGTHEN THE ANC AND EXPAND AND STRINCTLY 
ENFORCE SANCTIONS. THE SENEGALESE REPRESENTATIVE, WITHOUT 
COMMENT, HAD OCCASION TO REFER TO THE ANC ALLEGATION THAT 
SOUTH AFRICAN FORCES WITHDRAWN FROM RHODESIA HAD BEEN REPLACED 
BY 500 MERCENARIES OF US CITIZENSHIP. 

AUSTRALIA REGRETTED THE FAILURE OF CONGRESS TO REPEAL 
THE BYRD AMENDMENT, NOTING BREACH OF SANCTIONS BY OTHERS NO 
DOUBT CONTRIBUTED TO THIS RESULT. TANZANIA MENTIONED US 
CONTINUED TO IMPORT CHROME, AND MALI APPEALED TO THE US TO 
END SUCH IMPORT ANTION. OTHERS WHO REFERRED TO CERTAIN 
MEMBERS WHICH DID NOT APPLY ALL SANCTIONS WERE POLAND, 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND SENEGAL, AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA SUGGESTED 
THAT SC ADOPT MEASURES AGAINST VIOLATORS OF SANCTIONS. ARGENTINA 
THOUGHT INCREASED SANCTIONS COULD BE COUNTERPRODUCTIVE, 

AND CALLED ON COMMITTEE TO ADOPT A RESOLUTION AIMED AT 
MAKING RECALCITRANT STATES STAND BY THE LETTER AND 
SPRIIT OF PRESENT SACNTIONS RESOLUTIONS. MEXICO SAID 
EFFECTIVENESS OF SANCTIONS DEPENDED ON GOODWILL OF 
PERMANENT SC MEMBERS; HOWEVER, SANCTIONS WOULD NOT TOPPLE 
SIMTH REGIME, AND INDEPENDENCE COULDBE ACHIEVED BY 
NEGOTIATION AND ARMED STRUGGLE SIMULTANEOUSLY. 

JAPAN URGED ANC LEADERS TO PRESERVE THEIR UNITY, AND 

THE REPRESENTATIVE OF DAHOMEY APPEALED TO HIS AFRICAN BROTHERS 

TO SHAKE OFF THEIR RIVALRIES AND SET UP A GOVERNMENT. 

UGANDA WOULD SUPPORT ARMED STRUGGLE BOTH MATERIALLY AND 
MORALLY. ITALY AND ARGENTINA COMMENDED VORSTER 
AND AFRICAN LEADERS FOR THEIR EFFORTS. 

TANZANIAN REPRESENTATIVE SALIM MENTIONED FRG WAS 
RECRUITING MERCENARIES, AND THE FRG DEL, DENIED THE CHARGE. 

HE EXPLAINED THAT MAN WHO ADVERTISED FOR "300 SAFARI 
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PARTICIPANTS" HAD BEEN SENTENCED TO 12 MONTHS IMPRIOSONMENT
